ing symptoms: headache, fever, 
gore throat, vomiting, irritability 
and localized muscle tenderness 
Physical signs of the disease in- 
elude: spinal rigidity—the patient 
assumes a protective attitude witn 
arms backward supporting a tender 
or painful spine; stiffness of neck 
~difficulty in flexion, associated 
pain when the patient attempts to 
put chin on chest; head drop— 
when the patient is raised by the 
shoulders the head tends to drop 
backwards, | 


MEASURES TO TAKE |

One of 
these provided that all bankers 
within the province be licensed and 
that they come under regulation by 
a@ board on which representatives | 
of the provincial government would ; 
be in the majority. 

A second bill took away the 
right of any banker to take civil 
action in the courts without the 
permission of the provincial gov- 
ernment, and a third statute de- 
prived every citizen of Alberta 
of the right to challenge any 
provincial statute in the courts 
without permission of the govern- 
ment. 

Linking up appointment of the 
Royal Commission with the disal- 
Jowance order-in-council, Mr. Ab- 
erhart, in a lgtter dated Aug. 26 
and made public in Edmonton Sept. 
2, referred to the “precipitate haste’ 
with which the commission was an- 
noumeed following disallowance of 
the Alberta acts. 


TIES OF POSITION 

In this letter, and in a statement 
to the press August 18, Mr. Aber- 
hart criticized the personnel of the 
commission and the terms of refer- 
ence, The commission, he charged.

the constitution of Canada and the 
propriety of disallowance |] could 
not help saying ‘What about the 
poverty stricken, debt - ridden, 
homeless people in the meantime.’ 
While the great constitutional lew- 
yers, jurists and politicians are try- 
ing to decide the method of chang- 
ing the constitution, what are the 
people to do? Economic adjustment 
is one thing. Constitutional juris- 
prudence is quite another, This is & 
time for action. 

“You must have noted that he 
was hardly fair to the man who 
recently declared that Canada had 
no constitution, We agree that Can- 
ada has a constitution and yet he 
knows that nowhere can there be 
found the original copy of the 
B.N.A. Act, Canada’s constitution. 

“Of course we have a constitu- 
tion—a constitution that is a living 
thing, not dependent upon original 
manuscripts. Ovs constitution is 
surely not the dead letter of a law 
wholly inapplicable to present day 
conditions, The constitution must 
be bound up with the welfare of 
the people or it is not constitution. 


ARE OBSOLETE 

“Mr. Bennett knows and so do we 
all, that there are clauses in the 
B.N.A. Act which cannot be ful- 
filled today. They are obsolete. No 
one ever tries to enforce them. An 
eminent jurist has said in words 
to this effect that the constitution 
is like a tree, ever growing in its 
adaption to its environment. The 
old bark drops off and is discarded. 
while new sprouts spring up and 
grow into fruit bearing branches. 

The Premier pointed to the fact 
that when The Christ himself was 


on earth, he was faced with a| 
somewhat similar attitude to the | 


Sabbath law. The Premier was 
sure that, under the circumstances. 
if The Christ were on earth today 
he would say that the constitution 
was made for man and not man .for 
the constitution. 

“May I say that I believe our 
ous all respect the courts of 
our land and hold our constitu- 
tion in due reverence. We have 
no desire to disregard law, order 
and good government. 

“And yet how could we have 
good government if the citizens of 
a province are in dire need, our 
children ate under-nourished and 
half-clad and the women are sickly 
and emaciated for lack of proper 


food, clothing and shelter especial-! 


ly when there is an abundance in 
the land 

“I want it distinctly understood 
that I do not question the sincerity 
and the good intention of Rt. Hon 
Mr, Bennett when he said that the 
constitution could be ch nged 
by simply declaring that it is the 
will of God to do so 


POWER OF GOD 

“But I have wondered sometimes 
if a truly sincere man can depreci- 
ate eny way, the power or the 
influence of the Will of God in the 
affairs of men. I have puzzled since 
hearing Mr. Bennett if he meant 
that the constitution could be 
changed even if it was not the will 
of God to have it so”? He has raised 
quite a fine point here When he 
was the prime minister of Cenada, 
it is well known that he made sev- 
eral attempts to alter the B.N.A 
Act 

“Evidently he feels that the con- 
stitution is nOt just what it sh puid 
be, for the welfare of the people. 
Why was he not successful? Had 
the Will of God anything to do 
with it? It would seem to me that 
something was wrong On Fridey 
noon, for he spoke so differently 
from the way he did in parliament 
on February ! last.” 

Premier Aberhart then said that 
Page 501 of unrevised Hansard said 
during discussion of a resolution 
moved by M. J. Coldwell, C.CF 
member from Saskatchewan re- 
garding appointment of a standing 
committee to recommend amend- 
ment to the B.N.A. Act.

ADVISERS IN REVERSE | 

The International Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome has issued a special report, for the purpose 
of urging the governments of the world to get 
busy and plan and promote a great expansion of 
agriculture—that is, of farm production, 

That certainly is different. Four years ago 
United States farmers were being paid to plow 
cotton plants into the ground and throw pigs into 
the Mississippi river. Canadian farmers were 
being officially reprimanded for clogging the 
markets with unsaleable wheat, and in most other 
countries the men on the land were being bom- 
barded with crop-reduction propaganda or sub- 
jected to actual prohibitive regulations. Now | 
this international body at Rome, which is sup- 
posed to reflect the opinions of the statisticians 
of the world on the subject, tells the farmer he is 
not producing enough and that he should be 
spurred to greater activity by all or any means 
from lectures to bonuses. 

Farm life may at times be monotonous, but 
certainly not for want of a varied and interesting 
assortment of official advice and instructions on 
how the farmer should run his business. 


NOT A MATTER OF CHOICE 

Estimates agree that western Canada will 
have not more than 100 million bushels of wheat 
to export this year.

There is no possibility of this vear’s interest 
charges being paid on the aggregate of western 
debts, to say nothing of accumulations of interest 
over the previous seven years. That is the basis 
of the demand for debt adjustments and interest 
rate reduction. It is a case necessity, not 
choice, and every creditor who is willing to face 
the facts must know this to be so 


THE NORTH WEST PASSAGE | 

When members of the crew of the schooner 
Aklavik, from Cambridge bay, paddled a canoe 
through Bellot strait the other day and met the 
steamer Nascopie from Montreal, they traversed 
a waterway no vessel had ever passed before so 
far as known 

McClintock discovered the strait eighty years 
ago but could not get through, nor had any suc- 
ceeding navigator been able to di The North 
West passage from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
long sought and finally found by Amundsen 
around the north of Somerset island, thougt 
unlikely that any ship except the famous Maud 
ever made the trip 

Bellot strait provides a water rou 
dred miles shorter between the eastern and west- 
ern Arctics, though whether it will be 
mercially useful remains to be seen. The records 
would suggest that is not likely to be the case 
but the records are not to be trusted in A 
navigation. The Nascopie every summer pene- 
trates to within six hundred miles of the north 
pole, and Mounted Police stations are maintained 
beyond the “farthest north” of the early ex- 
plorers. j 

Bellot strait divides the mainland of Canada 
from Somerset island. It is a hundred and fifty 
miles north of the magnetic pole, and four hun 
dred miles north of the Arctic Circle 

It may interest Canadians who have not looked 
up their northern maps recently to note that the 
magnetic pole is located on—or under or over, a: 
the case may be—the mainland of the Dominion 
and may be reached on foot by any adventurer | 
who has the time and money and wants to take a 
unique holiday tramp

THE CONSTITUTIO? 

There was need that somebody should say 
what Mr. Bennett said so well on Friday 
what the Leader of the opposition party in par 
liament was best situated to say, that the constitu- 
tion of a democratic country cannot be changed 
by denying its existence or defying its authority 
Democracy would cease if—and at the moment— 
that method of changing a constitution should 


ana 


prevail. There might in such a situation be 
either despotism or anarchy; there couldn't be 
democracy. 


The constitution of Canada needs amending; 
that is pretty generally agreed. But the amend- 
ing will have to be done by orderly conference 
between the nine provinces and the Dominion. 
It cannot be done by resolutions passed at mass 
Meetings, nor can it be directed, or prevented, by | 


these. Confederation exists by will of the people 
of all Canada, expressed through their duly 
elected representatives, There.is ample provision 
for changing the terms as and when the popular 
will requires, and for doing this without depart- 
ing from the principles or the methods of 
representative government. 

The Royal Commission recently appointed by 
the Dominion Government is not a commission to 
overhaul the constitution, or to say how it should 
be overhauled. As Premier Aberhart has pointed 
out, its primary duties are to recommend where 
the responsibility shall lie for administering 
certain social services and what changes in finan- 
cial relationships are required to enable the 
provinces to carry on. There is no probability 
that the commission will find this field too narrow 
to employ its time, or that it will undertake to 
evolve a new constitution. 

That is a matter which will have to be under- 
taken in quite a different way, by consultation 
among the provincial units which comprise the 
Dominion, and the representatives of the Dom- 
inion itself. Any attempt to magnify the com- 
mission into an agency for making or planning a 
general revision of the constitution—whether 
attempted by the commission itself, by the 
Dominion, or by a province—would be a defiance 
of the democratic principle and fore-doomed to 
failure.

Passing Show

In the midst of the discussion roused by his 
latest book “Men I Killed,” Brigadier-General 
Frank P. Crozier, author of “A Brass Hat in No- 
Man's Land,” has died. That may stifle a dis- 
cussion which promised to let in the light about 
men who were killed by their own officers, when 
their spirits weakened and they refused to face 
fire. 

There had been whisperings of this ugly as- 
pect of the ugly business of war. One book 
written about the French army, told of files of 
men taken in arithmetical order—brave men and 
weaklings alike—and marched up to a firing 
squad, to punish a regiment which had faltered in 
the face of massed artillery fire when ordered to 
take a position—thereby depriving a general of 
a hoped-for ribbon to stick on his coat. 

General Crozier served as an officer in the 
Canadian militia before the war, commanded 
Welsh and Portuguese troops in the Great War 
and later served as inspector-general in the 
Lithuanian army. His last book tells painfully 
and regretfully, of the men he killed on his own 
side under the compulsion of military discipline 
and military necessity. One was a Britsh sub- 
altern who fled in panic from a German. He says 
machine guns were turned on Portuguese to make 
them stand and hints that certain Welsh troops 
would have retired from Bourlon Wood, but for 
the threat of their officers’ guns. 

Welsh members joined with Portuguese news- 
papers in making denial and demanding apology, 
but the general maintained the unpleasant truth 
of what he had written, 

My literary friend, G. H. Gilroy-Moore, in a 
letter confirms the truth of General Crozier’s 
charges. He recalls as an N.C.O. having to read 
and sign a manifesto sent by Sir Douglas Haig to 
the British troops in the Ypres salient in July, 
1917, just prior to the Battle of Menin Road. He 
Says: 


“It had to be read in turn by every officer 
and senior N.C.O., then signed and returned 
to his immediate superior. Among other 
things, it said we ‘are about to make our 
supreme effort against the Germans, there 
is to be no stopping to assist wounded com- 
rades,’ and most significant of all, ‘all officers 
and N.C.O.'s are warned that it is their duty 
to shoot any man who hesitates to advance.’ 
This is not hearsay—I happened to be one of 
the many thousands of N.C.O.’s who read and 
Signed it. 

“The statement that ‘the number of men 
executed by the British high command can 
be counted on the fingers of one hand’ is, un- 
fortunately, very far from being correct. 
Were it true, then 40 per cent. must have 
come from my own company—I had the very 
unfortunate experience of being in charge 
of the escorts of two of our men who were 
Shot for desertion in 1917. Anyone who had 
access to General Routine Orders, published 
daily by headquarters, must know that these 
executions were too sadly frequent. Too 
often have I read that ominous wording that 
concluded a paragraph: ‘—the sentence was 
duly carried out.’ And most of the victims, 
I have no doubt, were in the same category 
as the two men I have mentioned—poor, 
nerve-shattered lads more deserving of care 
and mental treatment than death.” 


The death penalty for desertion has since 
been abolished in the British army. “llen 1 Have 
Killed” is not a pleasant book, but nothing is 
gained by evading the truth. Genera! Crozier 
wanted to shock people into realizing the horrors 
of war.

The Hearst papers have been publishing an 
avticle, allegedly written by General Francisco 
Franco. The General is a most prolific writer— 
if al] the magazine and newspaper articles pub- 
lished over his signature, are really his work. 

In this particular article, the Fascist general 
totals up for the readers of the Hearst news- 
papers, the numbers of churches allegedly des- 
troyed by the Spanish alleged “Reds,” the num- 
bers of assaults on shrines, the numbers of inno- 
cent people who have been assassinated while 
engaged in prayer, and the numbers of people 
who have been burned to death by the “Reds” as 
punishment because they had been married in 
church 

It all savours of concoction in some Hearst 
office, for the inflaming of a peculiarly ignorant 
and credulous section of the American public— 
like the fake story of “The Last of the McGinty’s” 
—the newsboy who cared for his orphaned 
brothers and sisters—with which Hearst marked 
his entry into newspaper life in San Francisco 
The fake story so affected Mis. Phoebe Hearst, 
mother of the young fake-publisher, that she 
wrote a letter of comfort to the little chap, and 
pinned five $20 bills to it. Reporters in the Ex- 
aminer office compromised by spending the 
money on liquor and writing more stories about 
the plucky little chap 

You have to admire the hardihood of the “Lord 
of San Simeon” when he sets out to bunco the 
public in the interest of increased circulation or 
in protection of his real estate, mines, ranches, 
packing plants and art treasures. 

Any man with $4,000,000 in ranches in Mexico, 
anxious to have his nation make war to protect 
his wealth there, might, if he was unscrupulous 
enough, circulate stories to inflame public opin- 
ion and bring about war. Hearst ten years ago 
did it on a grand scale. He published in his papers 
reproductions of documents, purporting to show 
that President Calles had sought Japanese assist- 
ance to invade United States, financed Chinese 
radicals, aided revolution in Nigaragua, sent 
$1,000,000 into United States to foment revolution 
and $100,000 to the Russian Soviet. He vepro- 
duced documents to make it appear that President 
Calles had tried to bribe American newspapers, 
had sent $210,000 in bribes to American clergy- 
men, $1,115,000 to bribe four U.S. senators and 
$2,400,500 to bribe newspapers and public men 
in New York 

Very craftily he cut out of the lithographic 
plates the names of the senators, clergymen, 
public men, etc., so that his readers could fit in 
the names of persons opposing intervention in 
Mexico, and protect himself from libel actions 

He published the documents over notations 
reading “These documents are not copies. They 
are originals in every case and they bear the 
recognized and attested signatures of the Presi- 
dent and the leading representatives of the 
Mexican government,” adding in bold type 
“THERE 18 NO QUESTION OF THE AUTHEN- 
TICITY OF THESE DOCUMENTS AS RECORDS

CHEAP MONEY HELPS BUSINESS 

In the previous boom cycles, when money 
rates were the principal control factor in the flow 
of capital, willingness of stock market speculators 
to outbid businessmen for loans was often thought 
to have played an important part in the subse- 
quent collapse of both business and the stock 
markets. Whatever validity this theory may have 
had in the past, there seems little occasion for 
apprehension on this score under the present 
order of federal credit controls. These are being 
used to keep interest rates low, the latest move in 
that direction having been the recent lowering of 
rediscount rates in two federal reserve districts. 
The existing volume of outstanding commercial 
loans is approximately a billion and a half dollars 
larger than existing commercial loans at the start 
of 1936. In the same period of time, brokers loans 
have increased not quite a quarter of a billion 
dollars. There could hardly be any question of 
Wall Street diverting an undue proportion of the 
nation’s bank credit for speculative purposes. 
Indeed, thé figures presented above represent a 
marked reversal of the flow of capital that in- 
variably accompanied periods of recovery in the 
past.—The Magazine of Wall Street. 


AID FOR THE PRAIRIES 

The churches of Vancouver are to be con- 
gratulated upon their decision organize 
assistance for people in the drought-stricken 
areas of the prairie provinces. It is the primary 
duty of the churches, of course, to administer 
spiritual comfort. But spiritual comfort and 
physical comfort are not necessarily incompat- 
ible. The church has always been an agent of 
charity, and General Booth pointed out, long ago, 
that it was a waste of time to preach to a man 
with an empty stomach, 

British Columbia did very well for the prairies 
last year, sending more than 200 carloads of fruit, 
vegetables and clothing to the distressed areas. 
This year the need is much greater, and, with the 
churches leading the way, the contributions to 
relief should be larger. Whatever is contributed 
will be transported free, by arrangement with 
the Dominion government and the railways. 

The drought on the prairies offers a unique 
opportunity for the more fortunate provinces to 
spring into the breach and demonstrate the 
solidarity of the Dominion and the readiness of 
the people in one section to sacrifice something 
for the betterment of their fellow-Canadians. 
Had the shoe been on the other foot, and the 
prairies in high good luck while misfortune 
scorched other areas, the response would have 
been immediate and generous. Vancouver 
Province.

“TOTALITARIAN” WAR 
By Eugene Tarle 

When Germany deciared war on France in 
such a stupid manner 1914, were 
sought for internal, not external, consumption 
For at that time, the working class, the middle 
classes, were still a certain political force. They 
had to be convinced that the war to be waged 
was one of self-defense 

The situation has now changed in the Fascist 
countries. When Ferdinand of Spain heard that 
the French king, Louis XII, complained that Fer- 
dinand had deceived him four times, the Spanish 
monarch cried angrily: “He's lying! I tricked 
him six times.” In those early days of the birth 
of national states and of primitive colonial rap- 
acity, as in our own times of unrestrained im- 
perialism, hypocrisy had become a useless luxury 
and was cast aside. 

Totalitarian war is already officially recog- 
nized in military publications in Germany and 
Italy as the only one possible. But what is 
totalitarian war It is a war of “all the front and 
all the rear” against the enemy, and to waste time 
on a declaration of war in such a case is equiva- 
lent to treason. “The enemy must be half smashed 
before he realizes that war has begun.” If that is 
so, all talk about motives and pretexts becomes 
ridiculous. 

Totalitarian war requires a constant “moral 
training.” The nation must get accustomed to 
the idea that it is not only right but vitally indis- 
pensable for it to jump on a neighbor at any 
time when it seems expedient. As for the choice 
of the time, that is the affair for the technicians 
and military authorities; and here the most im- 
portant consideration is unexpectedness, the gain 
of days, even of hours. 

Totalitarian war already exists. Just now it 
is only marking time, but it can move forward at 
any moment. 

“Morally,” the capitalistic world is far better 
prepared for a sudden outbreak of war than it 
was in August, 1914. The existence of Soviet 
Russia, the fear of social revolution, the interests 
of France, England and the United States which 
demand peace—these are the obstacles that so 
far have stood in the way of the exponents of 
“totalitarian war.” Will it be for long? 

At any rate they are not losing any time In 
1914, moral preparedness consisted in establish- 
ing the political altruism and absence of aggres- 
sive intention of their cause, In 1937 it consists 
in alluring descriptions of the attractions of the 
Ukraine, the Urals, Siberia, and the Caucasus. 
In 1914 espionage, in keeping with its delicate, 
retiring nature, shunned the lime-light. It was 
mainly the work of individuals. Now spies are 
sent abroad practically in battalions, with bands 
to send them off, as the Danes of Schleswig, 
adjoining Germany, recently complained. In 1914 
all the powers, with one accord, said that they 
spared the peaceful population. In 1937 some are 
actually boasting that they will chemically des- 
troy the enemies’ rear even quicker than the 
front.—The Digest.
